CORN, CORN LAWS, AND CURRENCY. 


Ir cannot be denied that at this moment there is no little alarm 
(more than people generally are willing to admit) entertained with 
regard to the result of the harvest; for although, on the one 
hand, the continued dulness of the corn markets raises a hope 
that the necessity for any extensive importation of wheat does not 
at this moment exist, yet, on the other, a continuance of wet and 
ungenial weather, which has become more general over the whole 
country, increases the apprehensions for the future. 

With regard to the state of the standing crops, the private ac- 
counts vary much more than the public; the latter very generally 
describe them as not yet having suffered material injury, and as 
being still capable of furnishing nearly an average supply, taking 
the great breadth of wheat sown into consideration, if, even now, 
fine weather were to set in; and, if we are to prefer the acts of 
farmers to their opinions, or to those of others, it must be ad- 
mitted that, looking to the liberal way in which all the country 
markets have been supplied during the last fortnight, we should 
certainly be induced to conclude that they do not entertain any 
fear of prices rising higher. Yet even this evidence of the real 
opinions of farmers and holders of wheat must be taken with con- 
siderable qualification. The price of wheat is at least ten to twelve 
shillings the quarter higher than it was a month ago. Those who 
bought wheat on speculation can now obtain a large profit, and 
may be disposed to realise it, rather than run the risk of holding 
it longer, amid the somewhat conflicting accounts from the coun- 
try; and even farmers who are able to hold their grain till this 
time of the year, knowing little of what is the actual state of 
things in other parts of the country, are naturally disposed to sell 
at so considerable an advance on the price which, but two months 
ago, they could not expect. Nor will the recent reaction and dul- 
ness in the corn markets lessen the disposition of such parties to 
hurry their stocks to market to secure even present prices. 

‘This increased disposition to sell is evidenced in a remarkable way 
by ‘the returns in the Gazette of the quantities of wheat sold in 
the various markets of the kingdom, from which the average price 
is calculated. . It will be observed, too, in examining these returns,

The above accounts exhibit in a remarkable degree the disposi- 
tion to sell, and there is no reason to believe that the increased 
amount of sales is to be attributed to any trick in the markets for 
the purpose of raising the averages. The fact that the sales have 
been made at declining prices, shows them to be bona fide. Our 
private accounts, even up to this date, from various districts, still 
represent the markets as very flat, with large supplies. These 
accounts also very generally continue to represent the crops on 
the ground as being abundant, if only well got, though there is a 
greater complaint than formerly of light heads in the wheat crop. 
There is also a much more general complaint of the defectiveness 
of the potatoe crop, which now begins to be a somewhat alarming 
feature. In whole districts, and even in some of the most favour- 
able parts of Kent, the crop is so rapidly decaying in the ground 
that it has become needful to dig them half ripe, to save the few 
that remain sound. The accounts from the Continent, and espe- 
cially from Belgium and France, have also been much worse 
during the last week, not only as regards the grain crops, but more 
particularly as to the potatoe crop, which in Belgium is one of 
great importance. In consequence of these defects, an extensive 
and speculative demand for rice has arisen in this market for Bel- 
gian account; so much so, that in two days this week the price 
advanced fully twenty per cent. ; 

In many of the earlier parts of Germany, and the south of Russia, 
the crops have been secured and are abundant; in other very 
extensive districts, the weather being now similar to that in this 
country, the crops remain exposed to the same danger. In 
America the season has been even more capricious than in Europe. 
For a long period in the early part of the summer, the country 
suffered so much from continued drought and heat as to create 
great alarm for the crops on that account ; and, in consequence, & 
considerable speculation and rise of price took piace two months 
ago in flour and wheat. Our accounts a month ago from the 
various districts of the States, however, represented that rain had 
been general, and that the prospects of the crops were universally 
much improved. But our last accounts are again of a conflicting 
kind. Everywhere, as in Europe, the crops on the ground are 


gaia << he heavy, but, as here, the harvest was in many important 
places protracted 24 endangered by continued rains and ungenial 
weather.

“ We begin to despair of the wheat says the St Louss 
the 27th ultimo. It has rained, more or less, for the last fifteen days, and 
as yet there is no prospect of settled clear weather. The crop of wheat, 
which, until the commencement of the rain, promised an abundant yield, is 
greatly injured, and:must soon be wholly destroyed, unless a clange in the 
weather takes place, Tliat which was cut just before the rain is, of course, 
lost. This will bea sad blow to our farmers, avd must sensibly affect all 
other branches of business and trade.” 

It does not appear, however, that the growth of wheat is on the 
increase in the United States, and certainly not in proportion. to 
the population, the surplus available for export having diminished 
every year since 1840. In that year the exports from the United 
States amounted to 1,720,860 bushels of wheat and 1,897,501 
barrels of flour, and in 1843 bad sunk to 311,685 bushels of wheat 
and 841,474 barrels of flour. By the reports of the Commission 
of Patents, we find that the crop of 1844 was even less than that 
of 1843—the whole crop of wheat being estimated in 1843 at 
100,310,856 bushels, and last year at 95,607,000 bushels; the 
increase of population from 1840 to 1844 being estimated at 
2,500,000. This view of the change going forward in the United 
States is also corroborated by the great diminution of the receipts 
of wheat and flour from the west, at Buffalo and Cleveland, going 
forward to the east and seaports for shipment. From the Ist of 
January to the Ist July they were as follows :—

The condition of the crops, and the production of wheat in the 
United States, are of much more consequence in respect to our 
market, under the operation of the Canada Corn Bill, than formerly ; 
and these facts which we have cited tend to show that, even with 
a good result to the harvest in America, we cannot expect any 
increase of supplies from that quarter, even through Canada, dur- 
ing the next season. On thecontrary, it is manifest that not only 
in America, but also in those paris of the continent of Europe on 
which we usually rely, in the event of a deficient harvest, the con- 
sumption of wheat is progressing more rapidly than its production. 
The restrictive policy which we have followed in this country, 
with regard to the admission of foreign agricultural produce, has 
tended materially to divert industry and capital from the more 
natural and otherwise more profitable occupations of young and 
thialy populated countries—the cultivation of the soil; and has 
driven them to enter the field of competition with us to supply, at 
least, their own wants with manufactures hitherto purchased here. 


submitted to by the agricultural portion of those countries, only 
with the hope of creating a home market for their produce, which 
they have been denied Lere, where their other wants could be best 
supplied. Had we pursued a different policy, it would have been 
impossible for apy party, either in Germany or in the United 
States, to have imposed the present high tariffs against our goods. 

Unsatisfactory and inconclusive as it may be, such is the amount 
of the information which we have to rely upon in looking to the 
fature; and the hopes of even the most sanguine still depend 
much upon a change of the weather, of which at this moment 
there is but litle appearance. 

But even supposing the weather to continue unfavourable, and 
the crops to be harvested in an inferior condition, we do not ap- 
pe any material rise in price for a considerable period. We 

vave had three unusually productive harvests, and it has been 
evident that each has left a considerable surplus above the con- 
sumption ofthe year. For several months after the harvest of 
1843 a large bulk of the wheat which came to market was of the 
crop of 1842, and last year the same may be said of the crop of 
1843. This circumstance sufficiently explains the large stock now 
on hand of the crop of 1844, which, as we repeatedly in the course 
of the year maintained, turns out to have yielded more than was 
generally believed, for not only was the produce per acre, espe- 
cially on heavy wheat lands, the largest ever known, but the 
breadth also was unusually large: We may, therefore, fairly infer 
that at this moment there ison hand throughout the country aquan- 
tity of wheat which, under ordinary circumstances, would have sup- 
plied the greater portion of the consumption for the remainder of the 
year. The lateness of the present harvest will no doubt throw thesole 
consumption of at least another month upon the crop of last year; 
but we must then not overlook the fact that, should the present 
crop be injured or defective, it will be brought to market at an 
earlier period than usual. Under either circumstanee* -* f

fall in wheat in November and December. The harvest of 1837, 
though better, was. not good; but it was not until the autumn of 
1838, by whieh time the old stocks had become quite exhausted, 
when the harvest was again late and defective, that a serious 
advance in price and foreign importation took place. But there 
can be no doubt that the crops of 1836 and 1837 were both insuf- 
ficient of themselves, and that the surplus of 1834 and 1835 alone 
prevented an earlier corn crisis. Our situation at this moment 
is very similar to what it was in 1836. 


NEW FEATURES OF THE PRESENT ALARM.—THE CORN LAWS. 
Tue most remarkable feature connected with the present state of 
the weather, aad the fears entertained as to the result of the 
crops, is the universal sensitiveness displayed by all interests, 
however unconnected inmediately with the trade in corn. It is 
not the bare fact that bread may be one-half dearer, that great 
destitution and suffering may arise from scarcity among the poorer 
classes, or that that suffering and poverty will bring with them 
an increase of pauperism, disease, and crime—it is not the imme- 
diate and physical consequences alone of want and famine, de- 
plorable as they may be, that now excite dismay among many, and 
uneasiness among all. It is the experience, the learning, of the 
last eight years, which shows how intimately connected every other 
interest in the country is with the price of bread, and how much 
they are influenced by the results of harvests, under-our present 
absurd and peculiar restrictions upon the trade in this one most 
important article. Experience has taught men that the whoie 
monetorial system hangs upon the results of harvests more than 
on anything else—that however perfect may be the system of 
currency, or however prudent the conduct of our banks, a sudden 
import of corn, unprovided for by our ordinary exports, is pro- 
ductive of an uncontrollable derangement in the currency, or 
more properly the floating capital of the country, which no skill 
or foresight can arrest. 

Experience has taught men who have embarked in extensive 
public undertakings, confiding in the abundance of unemployed 
capital at the time, that, come a bad harvest, their speculations, 
however well conceived when first undertaken, however well con- 
ducted, and however promising in their future utility to the 
country, become an unfinished and unmanageable wreck, which 
can only be saved by hanging on till a return of abundance and 
cheapness, and with them—confidence. Experience has taught the 


which ensues from a bad harvest, the sudden rise in the cost of 
food absorbs so much of the means of the community that the con- 
sumption of all other articles becomes suddenly diminished, the 
demand becomes less, competition greatez, and the hard savings of 
better times are wasted in sustaining an unprofitable and sinking 
trade. Experience has taught even the agricultural portion of 
the country the consequences of high prices and the accompanying 
derangement ; that they re-act upon them in the most serious 
way, destroy the power of purchase, and leave them in the 
midst of their boasted protection—producers without consumers. 
No one has yet forgot the derangement, panic, and ruin of 1839-'40 
and '41, and the collapse of 1842. And scarcely is he now to be 
found, from the leader of a Tory Cabinet down to the most rabid 
and ignorant partisan, who denies how much our present improved 
condition is attributable to abundance, low prices, and a freer 
trade with foreign countries. 

It is then no matter of surprise, if the capitalists who would 
contract a loan; the banker who is called upon to advance on long 
dated securities; the merchant who must give limits for his pur- 
chases abroad (the matter of his future imports) ; the ironmaster 
who has just contracted fur a new royalty; the manufacturer 
whose additional mill is not yet completed; the shipowner who 
has new vessels on the stocks ; and the crowds of all ranks and 
classes who have undertaken, within the next two years, to invest 
at least one hundred millions in railways, should all manifest the 
utmost anxiety in the present critical and dangerous state of the 
weather, and the prospects of the crops. But is it possible that 
laws can be maintained that thus produce such universal mis- 
chief? It is surely full time that all party considerations were 
laid aside, and that men were agreed on the removal of such an 
acknowledged evil, unattended as it is with any compensation even 
to the class for whose benefit the corn laws are maintained. 

It is no doubt true that, be our laws as they may, no human 
effort can control the seasons, prevent a failing crop, or divest a 
bad harvest of all harm; but we contend that, without the inter- 
ference of such restrictions on the free exercise of human energy, 
skill, and foresight, as are imposed by our corn laws, the disasters 
of a failing crop would be, compared with what they are at pre- 


sent, trivial and uuimportant. 


The seasons and the vv luce of the harvest are no doubt 
lincertain; but knowing that, we pass laws which incalculably 
aggravate that uncertainty ; we do everything in our power to 
prevent any provision being made in one year, which can with 
certainty be relied upon to meet the deficiency of others, and to 
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discourage the production of wheat in more certain climates, to alle- 
viate the hazards of our own. In fact, there is no article of gene- 
ral consumption which, under-a perfectly natural state of cireum- 
stances, could ibly beso free from sudden fluctuations as wheat. 
There is no r article so universally produced, in all climates 
and in all soils, and there is no other article of such steady and 
certain demand ; and, —- these constitute the most important 
elements of a safe and steady trade, yet, by our artificial laws, we 
remove wheat altogether from the category of regular commerce. 
We render it so dangerous and uncertain an article, that the ca- 
pitalist shuns it as a thing proscribed; and thus, not only is our 
trade deprived of the willing aid of the capitalist to buy wheat 
under favourable circumstances and in favourable places, but the 
consumer is also deprived of the advantages of such stocks to fall 
back upon at the time of unexpected scarcity. 
_ Let us illustrate this argument by reference to an article which, 
in its production, is subject to more vicissitudes than perhaps any 
other, and the growth of which at the same time is confined 
chiefly to but one country—we mean the article of indigo. At 
the present time the stock in our warehouses is 36,883 chests, a 
uantity equal to more than a year's consumption. ‘The crops for 
the last two years have been large, equal to about 150,000 maunds. 
It is, however, no unusual thing for the crop not to exceed 90,000 
to 110,000 maunds. The last accounts from India represented 
the prospects of the growing crop as good, and likely to yield a 
quantity equal to last year. But suppose the next mail were to 
bring an account of a severe inundation of the Ganges, and the 
probability of the crop being reduced from 150,000 to 120,000 
maunds, no very serious advance could take place in consequence 
of such an event with a stock on hand equal to a year’s consump- 
tion, for by the end of that time another crop would be ready, 
which might again be unusually large. When the crop is very 
abundant, the indigo planter always finds the capitalist wil- 
ling to invest his money in holding the article, and when it is very 
deficient the consumer is supplied from the stocks on hand. In 
one case, the interference of capital prevents so great a fall as 
would otherwise take place, and is beneficial to the producer; in 
the other it prevents so great a rise as would otherwise be ex- 
perienced, to the benefit of the consumer; and in all cases it tends 
to equalise prices, by retaining the surplus of one year to meet 
the deficiencies of another. 

So to an infinitely greater degree would it be with wheat, were 
that trade placed on a free and natural footing. A larger growth 
would everywhere be encouraged. It would be an article of as 
regular an import as wool, silk, tallow, or indigo, and would as 


direct. Those in the trade would discover when and where their 
purchases could be most advantageously made. This country 
might as easily become the granary of Europe, as it has already 
become the great depot of colonial produce. 


In both cases the only requisites are commercial relations and | 


capital. We might with great advantage to ourselves, as well as 
to all others, never have a smaller stock of foreign wheat in our 
warehouses than ten millions of quarters. The difference be- 
tween buying at one time or in one place and selling at another 
time or another place more advantageously, would be a benefit 
equally to the producer who sold, the merchant who held, and 
the consumer who ultimately bought. Place this trade on such a 
footing as to give perfect confidence to the capitalist, and neither 
the home nor the foreign producer need ever suffer from any 
serious depression of markets. For an article of such certgin de- 
mand the competition which would arise among dealers, who 
would thus embark their capital in order to secure the ordinary 
profit of holding from a time of plenty to one of greater scarcity, 
would place the cultivator in the best of all positions at all times ; 
while the consumer and the country would never be in any great 
alarm at the prospect of a bad harvest. Such an event would no 
doubt raise prices, but not in the same degree as at present, as 
the large stocks on hand would tend to equalise them, and the 
free and uniform trade which existed would prevent any of the 
numerous other derangements which at present indirectly arise 
from a sudden and occasional import of wheat. 

If more capital and labour abroad were embarked in the culti- 
vation of wheat, less would remain in the production of those arti- 
cles which could be more profitably obtained from this country ; 
while the demand for such commodities would increase not only 
in consequence of their being more cheaply supplied, but in con- 
sequence of the labour of our customers peing more profitably 
applied. The cultivator at home would thus have a better and 
more uniformly employed class of customers around him; and 
we would be relieved to a great degree from maintaining a pau- 
perised population. All parties would be in a natural position, 
and exempt from those uncertainties and puzzles which at present 
defy the wisest and the most prudent. 

Such a free state of trade would equally tend to prevent periods 
of extreme depression, and of the wild and uncontrollable excite- 
ment which periodically disgrace the country, as at the present 
moment, and which ultimately result scarcely less prejudicially 
to the general interest. The universal interest which is at this 
moment excited as to the state of the weather, shows that these 
snbjects are now so well understood, that it will neither be in the 
power nor do we believe it will be the wish of any minister longer 
to maintain such laws. The ministers who desére to retain o

Tuoven we do not entertain any fear of an early or so important 

a rise in the price of corn, as will induce much of foreign growth 

to be cleared for consumption, yet it is certain that already very | 
considerable orders have been transmitted to purchase grain for | 
English account, especially to the more distant ports. And it is | 
more than probable that further very large orders will be trans- | 
mitted during the winter for purchases for spring shipment, should 

the harvest prove in any degree defective. These purchases, to | 
whatever extent they are made, will have as much effect upon the | 
exchanges as:if they were imported at once for consumption, as 
the payment must equally be provided for. It is our intention, | 
on a very early occasion, to enter into a full consideration of the | 
present state and prospects of the currency and the foreign ex- 
changes, as they are likely to be affected by the numerous cireum- | 
stances which are passing around us; and especially in relation 
to railway undertakings, in which we shall have to consider the 
influence of the purchases of grain among all the other various 
elements which will, during the next few months, act upon the 
demand for money at home, the~ foreign exchanges, and the | 
rate of interest. We do not, therefore, propose to enter much | 
into this question at present, but we are desirous to correct a no- | 
tion which appears to be very prevalent, as well among our con- 

temporaries as with many of the more sanguine practical men of 

the day. 

A vague idea very generally prevails that the new Bank Bill, 
or a more prudent and wise course adopted by the Bank of Eng- 
land and bankers generally, will enable an extraordinary outlay 
of capital to take place, or a large import of corn, without those 
derangements which on similar previous occasions have been ex- 
perienced. None of these parties, however, attempt to define the 
grounds of their opinions, but deal in such vague generalities 
and assertions, which are extremely apt to ssitanile and de- 
ceive those who are only too willing to have their alarms lulled. 
Now, all that the most perfect currency laws or the most prudent 
banking can accomplish, is to preserve in a state of security the

And it is 
rather for the purpose of referring to this point, and to show that, 
in the event of a large import of grain now taking place, we shall 
be in a similar position with regard to the exchanges that we were 
in in 1839, than to enter into any discussion as to the immediate 
probability of such being the case, that we here introduce the 
subject.

But this is only because the demand is accidental, Let the im- | 
port of wheat only continue and become regular, and a corres- | 
ponding demand will ensue for our produce of some kind, In| 
the end of 1838, and throughout 1839, when the large im- | 
portations of wheat began, the exchanges suddenly became | 
adverse, and the severe drain of bullion of that year was | 
the consequence.

An ex- | 
tensive import of corn continued in 184) and 1842, but with it 
a steady increase in our exports of manufactures to the Continent, 
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|| The experience of that period furnishes a most perfect reply to 
'| the oft repeated assertion, that if we are willing to take the 
‘| corn of the Continent they will still be unwilling to take our 
| soods in larger quantities. In December 1838, the bullion in the 

k was 9,360,000/; under an import of 2,700,000 quarters of 
wheat during 1839 it fell to nearly 2,000,000/. In 1846 we again 
imported upwards of 2,000,000 of quarters of wheat, but by the 
end of that year the bullion had risen to 3,500,000/. In 1841 we 

in imported upwards of 2,000,000 of quarters of wheat, and by 
the end of the year the bullion bad risen to 4,480,000/. And, 
finally, in 1842, we again imported 2,600,000 quarters of wheat, 
and at the end of that year the builion had increased to 10,300,000/. 
But all this is satisfactorily explained by examining the course of 
our exports to those countries during that period.

And what renders this increase more striking is, that it took 
place during a period when our whole export trade was suffering 
a great diminution. Here, then, we have a sufficient explanation 
of the cause why the large import of wheat of 1842 was unaccom- 
panied by a drain of bullion. In 1843 and 1844 the import of 
wheat ceased ; but the low price of our cotton yarns and manu- 
factures caused our exports still to continue. The case was then 
reversed; the suspension of our imports turned the exchanges 
strongly in our favour, and an influx of bullion was the conse- 
quence, until it amounted to upwards of 16,000,600/. The rise in 
the price of wool and other articles has, however, induced an 
increase of imports, until the exchanges have acquired a down- 
ward tendency ; and now we may safely say the present amount 
of our Continental exports and imports is again nearly ba- 
lanced. 

From whatever cause, therefore, whether it be a large import of 
grain, or extensive investments in foreign undertakings, or both 
combined, that render it necessary to transmit a large amount of 
| funds to the Continent, a similar effect must be expected to that 
| experienced in 1839 and 1840. In an early number we purpose

Lorp Feversuam delivered himself cf the following, among other, 
| remarks from the chair of a Yorkshire agricultural society held 
the other day at Beverley :—

** Gentlemen,” said his lordship, “the principal object of this society un- 
doubtedly is to promote as much as possible the improvement of British 
| agriculture, and to extend to, I may say,an unlimited degree the cultivation 
| of the soil of thiscountry. (Cheers.) ‘I hope, therefore, gentlemen, that all 
i classes who are interested in agriculture will support this great object, and 

I hope that all classes will, as I believe they will, derive essential benefit 
| from so doing. (Loud cheers.) J hope, gentlemen, that the landlords of this 
country will be able to continue to matntatn that posilion in this country which 
they have hitherto, and which I say they have a right to hold—(cheers)—a body 
of gentlemen who, give me leave to say, have exercised their responsibilities 
| and have discharged their duties to the credit of themselves and to the be- 
| mefit of the public. (Cheers.)” 


This came immediately after a speech by Lord Morpeth—one 
| which, since we have named its author, it is very unnecessary to 

say, was in most excellent taste, and as full of good sense as of good 
feeling—in favour of the farther education of farmers, and the

arguments. Ifit means anything, it means, by implication, that 
free-traders wish to degrade landlords from “ that position in this 
— which they have hitherto held” to—one does not know 
at. 

As Free-traders we wish to meet the implied accusation with an 
emphatic disclaimer. Wedo not object to landowners, having any 
position in the country, not interfering with the just rights of 
others, to which their abilities, their properties, and their virtues, 
may entitle them. We object, however, to their land not being 
taxed — at this time of day than it was in the time of 
William the Third, seeing that they are receiving about ten times 
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more rent for it now than they did then. 
heriting land without paying any legacy duty, though that land 
may be bequeathed to them by aliens or enemies, while a poor 
man cannot inherit his own father's body-clothes without paying 
one per cent, nor the personal property of others without paying 
ten. We object to their putting duties on the house windows, 
horses, and dogs of others, and relieving their own farm-house 
windows, farm horses, and farm dogs, of any duty whatever. 
Above all, we object to their regulating the price of the people’s 
bread, lessening its quantity to increase its price, keeping out com- 
petitors till many starve and die, and when, perhaps, competitors, 
tired of waiting, are not tocome. We object to their complain- 
ing of abundance as a curse, and claiming protection, as they in 
fact do, at the hand of man from the goodness of God. 

If they will remedy these great errors, not to give them any 
harsher name, we shall not object to the landowners of England 
having any position which they choose to aspire to and can ob- 
tain. We donot complain of as many of them as please living idle 
lives, while others live busy—of their hunting, horse-racing, gam- 
bling, or addiction to pleasure. If such be their taste and wish, 
they have the right. The industry of some one must always have 
been exerted before another can go idle. Let him, therefore, go. 
He does not know what it is tobe happy. But to “fine old English- 
men,” if the race is not extinct, to those who, in addition to the 
= of birth (and if it is an honest pride we do not object to it), 

ave such feelings as a love of justice, and of doing as they would 
be done by, we would appeal whether it is worth their while to 
continue all these glaring contradictions—acts of injustice, surely, 
they must be called, for the sake of continuing what Lord Fevers- 
ham calls their “ position.” Any position so obtained and main- 
tained, they may rest assured, is a false position, and cannot be a 
lasting one. It would be wiser to retire from it voluntarily and 
gracefully than to be driven from it amidst turbulence and popular 
commotion. 





PROROGATION OF PARLIAMENT. 


Tue Parliament of the United Kingdom was prorogued on Satur- 
day by her Majesty in person, with a speech from the throne. 

The state carriage was at Buckingham Palace before one o'clock, 
and in a few minutes afterwards her Majesty, his Royal Highness 
Prince Albert, attended by Earl Jersey, Master of the Horse, en- 
tered, and the royal procession having been formed, it slowly 
passed through St James's park and Parliament street, amidst the 
cheers of her Majesty's loyal subjects. 

On the arrival of the Sovereign at the House of Lords, the bands 
of the different regiments of Guards (who were stationed opposite 
the entrance) played the National Anthem, and the guns from the 
Surrey side of the water were fired, announcing the arrival of her 
Majesty. ' 

Her Majesty having taken her seat on the throne with the usual 
ceremonies, 4 

Sir Augustus Clifford, Usher of the Black Rod, was desired to 
summon the Commons to the House of Lords, to hear the royal 
speech on the prorogation of Parliament. 

In a few minutes, the Speaker, attended by a number of mem- 
bers, appeared at the bar, when the right hon. gentleman havin 
made a short address, recounting the business of the session, an 
the royal assent having been given to a few bills, her Majesty read 
the following most gracious speech :— 

THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 
“ My Lords and Gentlemen, 

“ T rejoice that the state of public business enables me to release 
you from further attendance in Parliament. 

** In closing this laborious session, I must express to you my warm 
acknowledgments for the zeal and assiduity with which you have ap- 
plied yourselves to the consideration of many subjects deeply affecting 
the public welfare. 

“ T have given my cordial assent to the bills which you presented 
to me for remitting the duties on many articles of import, and for re- 
moving restrictions on the free application of capital and skill to cer- 
tain branches of our manufactures. 

“The reduction of taxation will necessarily cause an immediate 
loss of revenue ; but I trust that its effect in stimulating commercial 
enterprise, and enlarging the means of consumption, will ultimately 
provide an ample compensation for any temporary sacrifice. 

“ T have witnessed with peculiar satisfaction the unremitting atten- 
tion which you have bestowed on the measures recommended by me 
to your consideration at thé commencement of the session, for im- 
proving and extending the means of academical education in Ireland. 

“You may rely upon my determination to carry those measures 
into execution, in the manner best calculated to inspire confidence 
in the institutions which have received your sanction, and to give 
effect to your earnest desire to promote the welfare of that part of my 
dominions. 

“From all Foreign Powers I continue to receive assurances of their 
friendly disposition towards this country. 

“ The convention which I have recently concluded with the King 
of the French for the more effectual suppression of the slave-trade, 
will, I trust, by establishing a cordial and active co-operation between 
the two Powers, afford a better t than has hitherto existed of 
complete success in the attainment of an object for which this 
country has made so many sacrifices. 


“ Gent of the House of Com 
“T thank for the liberality with which you have voted the 
supplies for the serviee of the current year.

“On your return to your several counties, duties will devolve upon 
ou scarcely less important than those from the performance of which 
now relieve you. 

“ T feel assured that you will promote and confirm, by your influence 
and example, that spirit of loyalty and contentment, which you will 
find generally prevalent throughout the country. 

“In the discharge of all the functions entrusted to you for the 

welfare, you may confidently rely on my cordial support ; and 
T implore the blessing of divine Providence on our united efforts to 
encourage the industry and increase the comforts of my people, and 
to inculcate those religious and moral principles which are the surest 
foundation of our security and happiness.” 





COURT AND ARISTOCRACY, 


Her Gracious Majesty embarked at Woolwich for Antwerp on 
Saturday afternoon last, and arrived on Sanday evening. 

The royal yacht was passed by the General Steam Navigation 
Company's ship Soho, Captain J. F. Cullen, about thirty miles from 
Antwerp, at four r.m. Sunday, which place she reached about half- 
past six, r.m. The Black Eagle was four miles astern of the royal 
yacht, and the Porcupine about the same distance from the Black 
Eagle. At the time the Soho passed the royal yacht, it was blowing 
a heavy gale from the W.SW., accompanied with rain. When the 
Soho left Antwerp, doubts were entertained as to her Majesty’s leav- 
ing the Thames, the weather having previously been so unsettled. 
Her Majesty, however, proved that she was not to be deterred by a 
gust of wind. On the Royal arrival in the “lazy Scheldt,” the Bel- 
gian craft immediately manned yards, and the captian of the port, 
accompanied by Baron d’Arnim, the Prussian minister at Brussels, 
and Sir Hamilton Seymour, the English ambassador there, pushed 
off in an official barge, to welcome her Majesty and the Prince to 
Antwerp. Nearly opposite the principal landing-place the yacht 
slackened her speed, then stopped her paddles. A buzz ran amid the 
crowd—a hurried rumour from mouth to mouth that the Queen would 
land instanter ; but it was speedily checked as the yacht slowly turned 
her head from the Antwerp shore, and her anchor fell heavily from 
her bows into the middle of the Scheldt. There was no particular 
manifestation of aro feeling ashore—no cheering, no noise. The 
crowd were good-humouredly curious—nothing more. The hum 
of their presence hardly drowned a note of the band, which impro- 
vised in hot haste, and, mustering any species of out-of-door and in- 
door instrument, struck up “God save the Queen.”” In a moment 
thereafter the royal yaclit was lying quietly in the river. Neither 
her Majesty nor the Prince pot on deck. Lord Aberdeen was 
observed upon the platform between the paddle boxes. 

The nating took place on Monday morning before seven o’clock. 
It was her Majesty’s wish that every arrangement should be con- 
ducted in the most private manner possible. She travels incognito, 
so far as queens can do so, dispensing with all civic eloquence, and, 
as much as possible, with mere honorary escorts. Her landing was, 
therefore, not so brilliant an affair as under other circumstances it 


might have been; but it was nevertheless a scene of much animated | 


beauty, as any such progress through a town like Antwerp must ne- 
cessarily be. A bustling crowd early thronged the quay, the pic- 
turesque costumes of Flanders flaunting gaily along the long range 
of wharfs, and according well with the fine old streets through which 
the cortege passed. Ler Majesty, at her landing, was received by 
the Burgomaster of Antwerp, M. Ilenry Legrelle ; by the governor 
of the province, and the general commanding the forces, the Count 
D’Hune; and by Baron Arnim. None of thes gentlemen, by her 
Majesty’s express wish, wore any official costume. The brief 
passage from the river to the railway is full of interest, leading, as it 
does, through some of the most picturesque streets and by some of 
the most ancient buildings of Antwerp. ‘The city looks well as seen 
from the Scheldt. 

At the railway station there were comparatively few people, the 
earliness of the hour and the rawness of the morning preventing the 
muster which might have been otherwise expected. As the royal 
cortege drove up, the Belgian troops stood to their arms, and their 
band, a small but capitally drilled one, played “‘ God save the Queen.” 

All the railway officials were assembled en grande tenue, headed 
by M. Masui, the director-general of Belgian railways. 

The royal carriage used upon the occasion was the one generally 
appropriated to his Majesty the King of the Belgians. It was plain 
but neat, decorated with gilt crowns, and bearing the royal arms of 
Belgium. 

The royal party remained not a moment at the station, and the 
special train started exactly at seven o’clock, and proceeded at an 
easy rate towards Matines. A ride of about three quarters of an 
hour through the rich fields of Belgium, by hedges and coppices and 
cottages very like those of the midland countics of England, conducts 
the traveller to Malines, famous for its lace, and the grand central 
station of the Belgian railways. 

At Malines due preparation had been made for the meeting of 
her Majesty with the King and Queen of the Belgians. ‘The station 
is a large one, and at every point the Belgian and British colours 
fluttered gaily in the wind. In front stood the King and Queen of 
the Belgians, attended by a brilliant suite, among whom were the 
Comte d’Arschot, General Goblis, General d’loogvorst, M. Van de 
Weyer, &c. As the royal train swept up the band burst into not the 
accustomed “God save the Queen,” but the merrily-ringing notes of 
the “ Annen polka.” The train stopped. The King and Queen of 
the Belgians approached, greeted the English royal party, then 
stepped into her Majesty's carriage. There was a short delay—a 
scampering to and fro of officers—a waving of ladies’ handkerchiefs 
and gentlemen's hats; then the train which had Brought his Belgic 
Majesty from Brussels was attached to the special convoi from Ant- 
werp, the blue, yellow, and red tricolor hoisted on the engine, and 
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the train, thus reinforced, moved slowly away from Malines, i 
under a triumphal arch, all tering with fags and gay wak i 
ings, oa inscription, “ La Station de Malines, a la Rei 
Victoria et : R. as ee Se aan the effect was 
very good. Everything was nicely > ere was no noise, 
no confusion, no rude —s- Indeed, the people of England 
em: 


might with great advantage to selves take a lesson in this respect 
from the easy politeness of their Belgian neighbours. 
Habersthal is the station at which the Prussian territory com- 


mences. Here it had been arranged that her Majesty should be re- 
ceived by the Crown Prince of Prussia, who made his appearance im- 
mediately on the arrival of the train, and was received most cordially 
by her Majesty. He went into the royal carriage. ‘The charac- 
teristic enthusiasm of the Prussians was exhibited here also. The 
cheering was deafening, and had her Majesty’s arrival taken place 
in the heart of her own dominions, instead of in those of a foreign 
sovereign, the welcome she received could not have been more warm 
and hearty. 

At Aix-la-Chapelle a similar scene was presented, but on a larger 
scale. Heve the King of Prussia was waiting to receive her Majesty 
‘and Prince Albert. As soon as the royal carriage stopped before the 
door of the station, the King advanced towards it, and handed out 
her Majesty. Prince Albert, the Crown Prince of Prussia, and the 
royal suite followed ; and the whole party, amidst the most enthu- 
siastic cheers from the people, the clang of militery music, and the 
firing of salutes, passed through the station to the carriages which 
were drawn up at the back, in which they went off towards the town 
of Aix-la-Chapelle. A large body of gentlemen on hdrseback, dressed 
in the colours of the national flag—very jet black and very pure white 
—escorted the royal party through the town.’ Great preparations 
had been made by the iuhabitanis. The principal street was spanned 
with triumphal arches and lined on either side with immense fes- 
toons of fir, laurel, and flowers. The houses were hung with - 
lands, and the windows crowded with people. A prettier sight than 
Aix-la-Chapelle presented on this occasion, has seldom been seen. 

The special train conveying her Majesty, the Prince, the King of 
Prussia, and the Crown Prince, arrived at Cologne on Monday even- 
ing at seven o'clock, and immediately proceeded onwards to the 
palace of Bruh). : 

‘The palace of Bruhl stands about five or six miles on the road to 
Bonn, and there her Majesty was received with all the honours of 
torch-light and military music. 

Cologne is full to overflowing ; beds are luxuries confined to the fa- 
voured few—at least of the new comers. ‘The long-exteading banks 
of the Rhine have concentrated all their visitors upon it and Bonn, 
where her Majesty on Tuesday repaired to grace the inauguration of 
the statue to Beethoven with her presence. 

The Queen was received at that ancient city with music, shouts, 
salutes, and waving hats. The people were thoroughly enthusiastic 
—so different from the phlegmatic and orderly demeanour of those 
who had been seen at the previous stations—and, for the first time on 
her journey, her Majesty was received with a real, genuine, hearty, 
almost English cheer. 

The Queen and Prince and their royal hosts proceeded at once to the 
house of Mr Nellessen, the Burgomaster, and an extensive manufac- 
turer, where they partook of lunch. They then went to visit the tomb 
of Charlemagne in the Cathedral. 

The royal party returned to the station, having been away 
altogether three hours. In a few minutes the train was again in 
motion. Gratifying as the reception of her Majesty by the Prus- 
sians must have already been, Cologne presented a still more striking 
spectacle. When the train neared the station, a dense inass of people 
were collected to view her Majesty's arrival. There were triumphal 
arches, festoons, bands of music, and, above all, troops in abundance. 

The royal party left the railway for the private carriages, which 
were drawn up outside the station, and drove off at once to the station 
of the Bonn Railway. To do this, they had to pass through the prin- 
cipal part of the city of Cologne. 

Cheers and shouts of welcome, mingled with the rattling of drums, 
the roar of cannon, and the martial music of the bands, brought to 
its flood that rolling tide of enthusiastic welcome which had greeted 
the Queen of England and her Consort from the first hour of their ar- 
rival in the territory of the King of Prussia. A very short time brought 
the royal travellers to the Bruhl station of the railway, close to the 
palace of the King of Prussia, where her Majesty arrived soon after 
in safety, in the presence of multitudes, who gave her a right 
hearty welcome. 


Tue Princess CLementina of Saxe Coburg Gotha was safely de- 
livered of a prince at the Chateau of Eu, on Saturday last. 

‘Tue Queen Dowacer’s Bintupay.— Wednesday being the anni- 
versay of the Queen Dowager’s birth-day, the royal tradesmen testi- 
fied their loyalty and attachment to the Queen by brilliant illumina- 
tions. The Opera House and other public buildings were also 
illuminated and decorated with the initials of the Queen Dowager’s 
name and title. The metropolitan churches rang merry peals during 
the day and evening, and several tradesmen celebrated the event by 
public dinners. 

Pustic Honours anp ApporntMeNTs.—The Gazette of Tuesday 
announces that Fitzroy Kelly, Esq., Solicitor-General, has received 
the honour of knighthood ; that Andrew Clarke, Esq., has been ap- 
pointed Governor of Western Australia; Sir James Emerson Ten- 
nent, Knight, Colonial Secretary for Ceylon; and the Hon. Charles 
Hope, Licutenant-Governor of the Isle of Man. 

‘The Hon. James Stuart Wortley, QC., has been appointed Attor- 
ney-General for the county pajatine of Lancaster, in the room of the 
late Mr Serjeant Atcherley.—Morning Post. 

M. de Brunow, the Russian Ambassador, has recently made 
some efforts to obtain a reduction of the duty on Russian tallow ; 
but Sir Robert Peel has intimated that it is not his intention to 
make any change.— Morning Chronicle. 
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Mar Bexsamin Woon, Member for Southwark, expired on Wed- 
nesday, at his residence, Eltham Lodge, Kent. The hon. gentleman 
had been for some time indisposed, but he had slightly rallied a short 
time since. He was brother of the late Sir Matthew Wood. Mr 
Sheriff Pilcher, we see, has announced himeelf as a candidate for the 
vacancy in Southwark. Sir William Molesworth, as was sometime 
ago arranged, also comes forward. Part of his address, which bas 
been published, is as follows :— 

* J am indueed so to do [become a candidate] by the request of a num- 
ber of the Liberal electors of your borough, who believe that my political 
opinions will be generally approved of by the majority of the constituency 
of Southwark. If this be the ease, and I should have the honour of repre- 
senting you in Parliament, my political conduct would be guided by the 
principles upon which I acted during the nine years that I was a member 
of the House of Commons. I then belonged to that party in parliament 
which was called the Radical ; and was a supporter of progressive reform, 
and of improving the institations of this country. I steadily -voted for the 
ballot, triennial parliaments, extension of the suffrage, and for the abolition 
of the property qualifieation of members of parliament. On every occasion 
1 supported, either hy my votes or speeches, the principles of free trade ; 
and I may boast that I was one of the first persons who declared themselves 
in the House of Commons for a total repeal of the corn laws. On these and 
all similar measures, on all financial questions, on all propositions to im- 
prove the condition and inerease the education of the people, on all ques- 
tions of colonial policy, on all matters concerning Ireland, and on all mea- 
sures calculated to extend the commerce of this country, to unfetter its in- 
dustry and unshackle its trade, my votes have been given on the Liberal 
side ; and so again will they be given if J should again sit in the House of 
Commons as a representative of the people.” 

We believe Sir William has by much the best chance of obtaining 
the seat.

Tue tate Accipent on tue Lonpon anp Birwixcuam Ratt-

elected. 

Cuicuester Evection.—The writ was received on Saturday, and 
the election fixed for Thursday next, when Lord Arthur Lennox was 
re-elected without opposition. 

Sunper.axp Exvecrion.—The nomination took eg on Wednes- 
day, Colonel Thompson being proposed and seconded by Mr Joshua 
Wilson and Mr J.'Hills, and Mr Hudson by Mr J. J. Wright and 
Mr Richard Spoor. ‘There was great'turbulence during the proceed- 
ings. The show of hands was in fuvour of the Colonel. By the poll 
at four o'clock on Thursday Mr Hudson was in a majority of 130, 
there having voted for him 627, for Colonel Thompson 497. “ On the 
result being made known,” the Times express says, “the mob in 
front of the hustings became very turbulent, and stgnes and brickbats 
were thrown in all directions. Several of the carriages which had 
been engaged in conveying Mr Hudson’s voters to the poll were de- 
stroyed, and the Mayor's carriage was also much injured. Oue of 
the stones thrown struck the Mayor upon the head and injured him 
considerably. The Riot act was read, and a reserve body of the county 
police were called in, who suceeeded in restoring order.” The ear) 
publication of this news in London by the Times was a very maguifi- 
cent feat. “ By a special express,” it says, “ which left Sunderland 
at 17 minutes past 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and performed the 
distance (305 miles) from the committee-room in Bishopwearmouth 
in about eight hours, we have received the result of the polling for 
the Sunderland election, as under. The express was arranged by Mr 
J.mes Allport, of the Newcastle and Darlington Railway, who con- 
veyed a special messenger with the ‘intelligence to this office ; and 
the arrangements are such that the Times will be delivered in Sunder- 
land by 10 o'clock this [Friday] morning."—There is not much Con- 
servatism here ! 

Representation or Warwick.—The returning officer appointed 
Wednesday for the nomination, and, as there was no opposition to 
Sir Charles Douglas, that gentleman, as a matter of course, carried 
his re-election. 

Westeyax Conrerence.—At the Wesleyan conference, now 
sitting at Leeds, the Rev. Joseph Stanley, of Bristol, was elected 
president for the ensuing year by a large majority, the numbers 
being—the Rev. J. Stanley, 191; the Rev. W. Atherton, 57; ma- 


jority for Mr Stanley, 134. The result of the election gave much 


satisfaction, Mr Stanley being greatly respected, and it being, more- 
over, suspected that he has been for many years kept out of the chair 
on account of his taking a liberal view in politics. 

Lorp Morpetu on THE Epucation or Farmens.—At the annual 
meeting of the Yorkshire Agricultural Society, held on Wednesday, 
last week, at Beverley, Lord Morpeth, im proposing the toast of the 
evening, made, among other, the following remarks :— 

“J have sometimes been led to apprehend, amidst all the perfection to 
which the breeding of stock and the exhibitions of cattle has attained, 
from the faultless symmetry of the short-horn to the unquestionable pro- 
portions of pigs and sheep—amidst also the perfeetion whieh has been at- 
tained in the department of agricultural implements, of which you fiud to- 
day afforded such various and admirable specimens—(hear, hear, hear)— 
I have sometimes been led to consider whether we bestow on all occasions 
a corresponding degree of culture and attention upon that which you will 
all admit to be by far the most important breed, the noblest stock of all— 
the human animal. (Loud cheers, and cries of Hear.) Whether amidst the 
increasing care and skill which day by day, and year by year, are expended 
upon the farm, we do ail we ought todo to the farmer. (Cheers.) —. ‘ 
I for one attach the highest importance to that class. I think they fill the 
most important place in the social scale of the British commonwealth. I 
think they have high duties to discharge—first to themselves, and perhaps 
this is the class of duties which we are always most likely to remember. 
But whatever parliameuts or legislators might do with respect to the laws 
which bear upon their condition, it is plain that in the present state of eom- 
petition which besets every department of human industry and eftort, if the 
farmer will do his duty to himself, if he means to keep his place, or, as I fer- 
vently hope, to improve upon it (loud cheers), he must be wide awake—he 
must be up to all the new methods and discoveries which are every day so 
largely developing themselves, and adding to, in the science of practical 
agriculture.” . 

His lordship talked of getting up au agricultural school at York :— 

“ A large and commoedious boarding house, where children from any dis- 
tance may be accommodated and carefully attended to; and to the educa- 
tion at present given, it is pr oposed to graft special instruction in agricul- 
tural chemistry, in practieal mechanism, or auy other branch which recent 
discoveries have brought to bear upon this class of her Majesty’s subjects. 
(Hear, and cheers).” 

—Nothing definite was arranged as to the proposal.

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Tue Fatat Accipent on tHe Eastern Counties Raitway.— 
The inquest on the body of John Cauldwell, the Company's guard, 
who died in Addenbrooke's Hospital, in Cambridge, on Friday night, 
from the effect of the injuries he received on the Monday previous, 
by the overturning of the carriages on the line in the neighbourhood 
of Littleborough, took place in the Townhall. The jury returned a ver- 
dict of accidental death, with a deodand of one shilling on the engine 
and one shilling on the carriage. ‘They also added a recommenda- 
tion to the Company to have direction posts at all inclines on the line. 
There is, on the present occasion, a difference of opinion as to whether 
the train was going too fast, or whether the accident was occasioned 
by a sudden leaping up of the engine, or a defect in the rail, and the 
jury, giving the Company the benefit of the doubt, decided that no 
one has been blameable.—The inquest on the body of Richard Peake, 
the stoker, who was killed by the accident which occurred on Monday, 
was conducted at Littleborough, on Wednesday. ‘The jury delibe- 
rated for two hours, and returned a verdict of “ Accidental death,” 
with a deodand of 150/ on the engine, accompanying the verdict with 
the following remark :— 

“ The jury beg to express a hope that no swilt train will be allowed to 
run upon any part of the line below Stortford until it has become much 
more consolidated and settled. They also hope that no train will de 
allowed to run without, at least, two trucks between the tender and the 
passengers’ carriages, and that posts or marks may be at once put up show- 
ing where every incline begins and ends.” 

Muxper at Leicester.—A murder of a most appalling character 
occurred at Leicester on Monday morning. A young man, about 
four or five and twenty, named William Hubbard, a framework 
knitter, had lived with his wife for some time past in a small tene- 
ment, occupying it jointly with his brother, who is also married. 
The matrimonial career of the former, though but of three years’ 
duration, has, it is said, been most unhappy from its commencement. 
His wife is reported to have been a still, steady, hard-working woman, 
and he, on the contrary, to have been improvident and idle. They 
had been poorly off for some time, and he was determined to fall 
upon the union. This his wife resisted strenuously, declaring her in- 
tention of proceeding to Birmingham, where her mother and a sister 
reside, and there earn her own maintenance, ‘This morning was fixed 
upon by her for her departure thence. About six o’clock her hus- 
band, who, in consequence of their disagreements, had slept at his 
mother's over night, knocked at the door, desiring his wife to let him 
in. She came down stairs with only her night-clothes on, and had no 
sooner opened the door than a scream was heard, and the brother 
and his wife, coming down on the instant, the unfortunate woman, 
the wife of William Hubbard, was found weltering in her blood, 
with a frightful gash in her throat ; indeed, she was only noticed to 
= one sigh ere she expired. ‘The murderer fled immediately, 

ut has been captured, and is now in jail. 
| Triacs ron Murvers.—The trial of John Graham, for the wilful | 

murder of Margaret Graham, his wife, at the parish of Kirkandrews, | 
near Carlisle, by administering poison to her, came on before Mr 
Baron Rolfe, at Carlisle, on Thursday last week. The court was 
crowded, and hundreds remained outside unable to gain admission. 
The prisoner, when placed in the dock, hung down his head and 
wept bitterly. The prisoner was found not guilty. There was ano- 
ther indictment against the prisoner for the murder of his father, and 
a verdict of not guilty was returned.—The day before, at the same 
— and before the same judge, Jane Crosby was charged with 
aving caused the death of her daughter, Sarah Ann Crosby, a child | 
of seven years old, by placing it on the fire.

REPRESENTATION OF LinNLITHGOWsHIRE.—A vacancy having oc- 
curred in the representation of this county, by the appointment of 
Mr Hope as Lieutenant-Governor of the Isle of Man, William 
Baillie, Esq., of Polkemmet, has offered himself to the constituencies. 
Mr Baillie is a Conservative, of what class is not mentioned. In his 
address he says— 

** From my intimate association with the agricultural interest, and fiom 
a deep sense of its importance, I feel bound to say that its proper protec- 
tion should be my constant aim ; and while my time and services should be 
faithfully devoted to the general interests of the constituency, as well ma- 
nufacturing as commercial, I should oppose any innovations which should 
do away with that protection to agrioulture which I consider so essential to 
the well-being of the country at large.” 

Mr Maxwett, the Liberal candidate for Kirkcudbrightshire, has, 
we are somewhat ashamed to announee, found it necessary to retire 
from the field, on account of the prevalent feeling against his reli- 
gious creed. This is discreditable and disheartening. On the only 
point on which Mr Maxwell's religious feelings could possibly have 
influenced his Parliamentary conduct (the endowment of the Roman 
Catholic Church), he declared himself in favour of a course which 
must have been satisfactory to the most timid Protestant in the 
county—in short, so far as regarded his votes in Parliament, his reli- 
gion would never have been known or felt. The truth will not and 
should not be disguised—that a constituency which, four years ago 
returned a Liberal candidate by a majority of 400, have excluded an 
estimable and unobjectionable candidate from a political office by 
making a crime of his theological opinions. ‘They have, within the 
limits of Kirkcudbrightshire, repealed the Emancipation Act, and re- 
stored the unjust and bigoted system of exclusion which even the 
Tories were long ago impelled to repudiate and overthrow. What 
would the Kirkeudbrightshire electors have said of any Irish consti- 
tuency which rejected a candidate avowedly and solely because he 
was a Protestant. Mr Maxwell has retired with an excellent grace, 
and from a most honourable motive. A Tory candidate had taken 
the field, and Mr Maxwell resolved that the Liberal cause should not 
suffer in his person. His place is taken by Mr Maitland of Dun- 
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drennan, the late-‘Solicitor-General, who is well known and esteemed 
in the district. The Tory candidate is Colonel M‘Douall of Logan, 
who would probably be a supporter of the Peel Ministry, as he gives 
no intelligible information as to his opinions. There is, we believe, 
little doubt that the electors of Kirkcudbrightshire will so far redeem 
themselves by triumphantly returning Mr Maitland.—Scotsman.

The New York packet-ship reached Liverpool on Monday after- 
noon, briaging intelligence from the United States.

nexation. A proclamation, implying that Mexico will rather go to 
war than give up Texas, has been published. 

General Bustamente arrived at Vera Cruz on the 17th ult. and of- | 
fered his services to sustain the integrity of the Mexican territory and | 
the dignity of the republic. He was rather coolly received by the go- 
vernment, and it is reported that he refused the military hovours | 
tendered him on his arrival. It was believed that his return was not 
invited by any party, and: that he had no desire to meddle in public 
affairs. The people generally were quiet, and not at all alarmed, 
notwithstanding the war cries made by the federalists and the parti- 
zans of Santa Anna, who are loud in denouncing the government for 
want of energy.

SATURDAY MORNING, AUGUST 16. 
Tue papers to-day are full of accounts of her Majesty’s farther pro- | 
gresses on the Continent. 

We have already mentioned the fact of arrival at the Palace of 
Bruhl, ?about seven or eight miles from Cologne, on Monday nighit. 
On Tuesday the interest attached to her Majesty's proceedings chiefly 
centres round-the pretty little town of Bonn, where the statue of 
Beethoven was inaugurated. This seems to have been done with 
great “pomp and circumstance.” It is said to be a noble statue 
of the great musician, which was disclosed amidst the cheers 
of so many people, — of cannon, &c. Immediately after the in- 
auguration, a memorial, setting forth the event, and stating the 
names and titles of the royal personages who paid homage to de- 
parted genius, was drawn up, signed by Queen Victoria, the King of 
Prussia, Prince Albert, and the Crown Prince, with the intention of 
being deposited in the tomb of the famous dead. On this subject 
the Morning Chronicle says :— 

“ There is something dizarre, and at the same time striking, in the idea 
which prompted this proceeding. It has a ludicrous side. It appears like 
giving a certificate todeparted talent of its worth ; and yet, after all, though 
it may be easy for one class to ridicule, and not difficult for another to re- 
prove the act, chere is in it something of that graceful and mystic devotion, 
that deep prostrate reverence, which in every German heart beats and pul- 

tes to the greatest German musican.” 

The royal party afterwards visited the. University, (that at which 
Prince Albert was educated), and afterwards (at night) had a sail 
down the Rhine to witness an illumination and display of fireworks, 
firing of cannon, at Cologne, &c, than which the reporter of the 
Chronicle believes “a more splendidly gloriots’sight never was seen.” 


‘On the following morning the oe aud illustrious party vi8ited*the 


Cathedral of Cologne, considered thé’ grandest specimeén* of Gothic 
architecture in existence.

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SIAM SUGAR—ORDER IN COUNCIL. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 8th day of August, 1845, pre- 
sent, the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. Whereas by an act, 
passed in the session of Parliament held in the 8th and 9th years of the 
reign of her present Majesty, entitled “ An act for granting to her Majesty, 
for a term to be limited, certain duties on sugar imported into the United 
Kingdom,” it is, amongst other things, enacted, that from and after the 
l4th day of March 1845, until the 5th day of July 1846, there should be 
charged, amongst other duties of customs, the following, that is to say — 

On sugar, the growth and produce of China, Java, or Manilla, or of any 
foreign country, the sugars of which Her Majesty in Council shall have de- 
clared, or may hereafter declare, to be admissible as not being the produce 
of slave-labour, and which shall be imported into the United Kingdom 
either from the country of its growth or from some British possession, hay- 
ing been first imported into such British possession from the country of its 

wth, the duties following, that is to say :— 

‘hite-clayed sugar, or sugar rendered by any process equal in quality to 

white clayed, not being refined, for every hundredweight £1 8 0 
Brown sugar, being muscovado or clayed, or any other sugar, not 

being equal in qualily to white-clayed, for every hundred-

And whereas by the said act it is further enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for her Majesty, from time to time, by an order or orders in Council, to 
declare, with respect to any foreign country or countries, that it having ap- 
peared to her Majesty, upon sufficient evidence, that the sugars of such 
country or countries are not the produce of slave labour, such sugars shall 
(from and after a day to be named in such order) be deemed and taken not 
to be the produce of slave labour; and, from and after the day so to be 
named in such order, the brown, Muscovado, or clayed sugar (not being re- 
fined), of the country or countries mentioned in such order, shall be admis- 
sible to entry for home consumption at the said respective duties of 1/ 8s, 
or of 1/ 3s 4d per ewt respectively, in like manner as sugar the growth and 
produce of China, Java, and Manilla, 

And whereas it has appeared'to her Majesty, upon sufficient evidence, that 
the sugars of Siam are not the produce of slave-labour. 

Now, therefore, her Majesty, by and with the advice of her Privy Council, 
doth order, and it is hereby ordered, that from and after the Ist day of 
July, 1845, the sugars of Siam shall be deemed and taken not to be the pro- 
duce of slave-labour. 

And the Right Hon. the Lords Commissioners of her Majesty's Treasury 
are to give the necessary directions accordingly. W. L. Batuurst.

Srocks of foreign are now materially reduced, and less than at the 
same period in previous years. The sales of floating cargoes have 
again been considerable, and the quantity which thus went into con- 
sumption without figuring in the stocks has been large, though not in 
excess of last year, but the Baltic and other consuming countries 
which do not appear in our list have drawn more from this country 
and from Sesabucath than in 1844, and are likely to have heavier 
stocks than at the same period of last year; this would in some de- 
gree balance the deficiency of the stock in the above table. There 
have been exported from this country in the first six months of 1845, 
304,000 cwts of foreign sugar, against 148,000 cwts in 1844, and 
224,000 cwts in 1843. Of refined in bond, to the amount of 231,000/ 
in 1845, against 170,000 in 1844, and 207,000/ in 1843. From Ham- 
burgh there have been exported in 1845, 500,000 cwts of sugar, against 
475,000 cwts in 1844. Though consumers appear, therefore, to hold 
rather heavy stocks, still the deficiency of the Cuba crop will con- 
tinue to operate at a later period. Upto the end of May 1845, the 
export from that island amounted to 176,000 boxes against 501,000 
boxes in 1844. The total yield of the crop being generally reported 
not to exceed 343,000 boxes, there are consequently only 164,000 boxes 
for the remainder of the season, against 356,000 boxes in 1844. 

The stock of foreign sugar in this market consists of 140,000 cwt 
of Havana, 30,000 cwt of Brazil, and 90,000 cwt of East India—total 
260,000 cwt, against 350,000 cwt at the corresponding period of last 
year. The extensive demand for Holland, which we experienced 
during several months, appears to have ceased for the present, still 
there is no want of buyers, and full prices are fixed for the Mediter- 
ranean and other quarters. 

Prices are again higher, and 25 to 40 per cent above the currenc 
of the three previous years, which do not differ much amongst eac 
other. Bonded refined is in considerable demand, and all that can 
be delivered until the end of next month has been taken. 

British colonial sugar is somewhat dearer, but still very moderate. 
The deliveries for home consumption for the first six months of 1845 
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amount to 2,443,000 cwt, against 1,931,000 cwt in 1844, and 2,019,000 | 
ewt in 1843. Of forcign tree-labour, gc. the quantity upon which 
duty has been paid only amounts to 34,000 cwt.

Since the beginning of last month the relative position of stocks 
has not varied as regards the year 1842, but compared with 1843 and 
1844 they appear now to be more in favour of the article. They are 
not larger than the average of these two years. 

Java coffee is now in Holland dearer than at any time during the 
last three years; other foreign descriptions are not materially higher 
than in 1842, but 10 and 20 per cent dearer than in 1844 and 1843, 
The rise in the value of Java coffee in Holland last month, amounts 
to nearly 10 per cent, and has more than before influenced our mar- 
kets and those on the continent of Europe, where Brazil, St Domingo, 
and the other sorts of forcigu coffee, lave now experienced an almost 
equal improvement. 

Though coffee is dearer than what it has been for several years, 
prices are still moderate, and the quantities which have been taken 
from the seaports prove that thus far the advance has not acted un- 
favourably upon consumption. It is expected that prices will be well 
maintained, particularly if the Dutch autumn sales go off well, which 
appears most probable in consequence of the large operations which 
have taken place in Holland. 

In this market there is a good disposition to purchase foreign cof- 
fee, and though sales are limited by the moderate quantity which is 
offering, still they have been more extensive of late. Floating car- 
goes, of which latterly there have not been any offering, would meet 
with ready buyers at 33s for St Domingo, and 31s to 33s for Rio. 

The stock of coffee in the London warehouses consists of 106,000 
cwts of British plantation, 228,000 cwts of foreign ; total 334,000 cwts 
against 344,000 cwts at the same period last year. 

The deliveries for home consumption for the first six months of 
1845, amount in this country to 17,499,597 lls against 15,287,255 lbs 
in 1844, and ‘15,125,281 lbs in 1843. The home market is at present 
dull and rather depressed. 





MARKETS OF THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 

Huppersrietp, Wednesday. — Not so much deing this week 
neither in woollens nor vestings, a state of things attributable no 
doubt in some degree to the late.and present unfavourable state of the 
weather. 

Leeps, Tuesday.—The very unsettled state of the weather con- 
tinues to have a serious effect on our cloth markets. ‘Tere has been 
considerably under the average amount of business done in the Cloth 
Halls, prices are about the same as of late, and the stocks are on the 
increase. There have been several large buyers in town this week, 
but, till the prospects of harvest be better, they buy sparingly ; the 
consequence is, that business is much duller than usual at this season. 

Braprorp, Wednesday.—Pieces—There has been a pretty fair at- 
tendance of buyers, who appeared, however, mostly seeking for bar- 
gains, and a good deal of what in fancy articles changed hands was at 
prices not remunerating to the makers; plain stuffs continue in 
pretty fair demand. Yarn without alteration from our last report, 
demand languid, and prices depressed. Wool continues firm, prices 
without alteration. 

Mancuester.—The weather continnes to exercise an unfavourable 
influence upon the goods market, which has been very quiet for the 
last few days, though without any sensible change in prices. For 
yarn the demand continues exceedingly good, and spinners have no 
difficulty in making extended contracts for future delivery, at fuly 
rates.

WEEKLY SUMMARY. 
' FRIDAY EVENING. 
| ConsipERABLE excitement has to-day prevailed in Mark Lane in 
| consequence of an extensive speculation in wheat having been en- 
| tered into, which cleared the stocks from the market. We have ex- 
| pressed our views very fully in another part of the paper on the state 
| of the harvest and the prospect of prices ; and, all things considered, 
| we believe it will be very difficult, if not impossible, to sustain a 
| speculation in favour of higher prices at this time, after the unques- 
| tlonable evidence which the last fortnight’s experience has furnished 
of the extensive stocks of old wheat in the country. The large sup- 
plies of wheat which have made their appearance during the last 
fortnight must not be considered as having passed into consumption, 
though they have changed hands. There is no reason for thinking 
| that any larger portion than usual is now being consumed, and the 
sudden increase of quantity brought to and sold in the markets, is 
really only a changing of owners, while, however, an unquestionable 
evidence is furnished of its existence. 

It is, however, somewhat singular that a speculation should be en- 
tered into on Friday, when the market is usually so bare, and imme- 
diately preceding the Monday's market, when so large a quantity is 

| usually brought forward, and which is likely to be very large next 
| Monday, considering the free supplies which have appeared during 
| the week at the country markets. It remains to be seen what will 
| be done on Monday, and until then we shall attach but little import- 
ance to the speculations of to-day. 

| _ The accounts from the leading manufacturing districts represent a 
| slight check to have taken place in consequence of the fears enter- 
| tained as to the weather. 

We have been all day hourly expecting the arrival of the Great 
Western from America with late intelligence, but as yet there is no 
account of it. We look with considerable interest to this arrival for 
| intelligence from Texas and Mexico. The declaration of war by 
Mexico, as some of our contemporaries have termed the documents 
, received this week, having been issued before the more recent events 
in Texas were known in Mexico, we have not made any remarks 
upon it, but reserve them until we see the spirit in which that farther 
intelligence is received. We may only here remark, that, if the mere 
anticipation of annexation produced that document, its reality can- 
not be expected to produce one less strong. 

A report has been prevalent that the growing cotton crop is defi- 
eient. This, taking it as a whole, is erroneous. In some of the States 
bordering on the Atlantic, no doubt, the crop does not promise equal 
to last year, but in the States bordering on the Gulph, the prospects 
are stated never to have been so good, or the crop so forward. New 
Orleans is expected to ship more cotton in the coming year than in 
any former, and the last accounts we have, speak confidently of the 
whole crop being at least equal to that of last year, say 2,400,000 to 
2,500,000 bags. In our present situation a large supply of cheap 
cotton is of the most essential importance, especially in case of a fail- 
ing harvest. 

Being able to give the Board of Trade Official Accounts of Imports, 
Exports, §c., for the first six months of the year, we have not waited 
till our usual Monthly Supplement was ready, as we conceive it of 
importance to our readers to be put in possession of this information 
as —_ as possible. The remarks upon them will be given next 
week. 





Latest City Accounts.

The above accounts exhibit an increase of circulation of 90,1257. ; 
of deposits of 46,970/.; of securities of 170,556/.; and of bullion of 
30,9571. The decrease of bullion in the last six months amounts to 
932,247/. 

In the exchanges there is but little variation since last week. 
Short bills on Holland are a shade lower, while those at three months 
are done at the same rate, which is no doubt caused by a demand for 
bills at sight, to remit railway deposits, &c. Bills on Antwerp are 
somewhat lower, no doubt from a similar cause. Bills on Hamburgh 
and Frankfort were also rather lower, while on Paris the rate is 
somewhat improved. 

There has been considerable anxiety displayed during the week in 
relation to the result of the harvest in reference to its effects on the 
value of money, which has been in better demand, though it is not to 
be attributed to that cause. We have expressed our views at such 
length as to the position of the harvest in another part of this paper 
that we need not further allude to the subject here, beyoad repeating 
what we have often before said, that, altogether independent of the 
harvest, money must become much more valuable for some time to 
come. There is now a full demand in the discount market, and but 
for the competition of the Baok of England, the rate would be con- 
From the evident desire and wise policy of the 
Bank-to cultivate an extensive connexion for first-class commercial 
bills, it is probable that any improvement in the value of money 
will be last felt in this class of securities. lt may be that the Bank 
might make a large profit by holding other securities, ultimately 
in themselves even more secure; but we conceive it the wisest 
— which the Bank can possibly pursue, to have at all times as 

rge a possible portion of its securities of this class. In the time of 
pressure, when it will be necessary for the Bank to lessen the 
amount of its securities, they will present an easy mode, a large sum 
falling due every succeeding day ; while other securities could not 

be sold in the market except at a considerable loss. There is, how- 
ever, even in this, a difficulty which will arise in practice, which 
may at first sight be overlooked by those Ranks, who are cultivating a 
business in commercial discounts. That, like all other business, is 
much a matter of connexion. As long as matters are smooth and 
money abundant, the more of such a connexion the better for the 
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Bank; but when the time of pressure arrives, while such banks 
may no doubt Jook with complacency on their securities in the shape 
of first-class bills (on which, looking to all the parties, loss may be al- 
most impossible), a considerable sum of which will fall due each day 
to meet increasing demands for money and the lessening of deposits, 
yet that advantage will be in some degree counteracted by the fuct 
that a connexion formed and used in good times can only be retained 
by a continuance of similar accommodation in difficult times. There- 
fore, though the Bank escape from the vague duties arising from the 
old and absurd and never yet defined notion, that it held the position 
of “ conservator of currency”—which idea implied a sort of duty to 
endanger itself and the credit of the whole country, in order to sup- 
port certain individuals; though it may now wisely repudiate an 
such relation to the country, yet it will find itself not much less 
hampered by the new claims which will arise from the ordinary 
implied reliance of a “connexion.” If, therefore, it turn out that, 
during a time of pressure, the Bank should find it needful, for the 
maintenance of its own “connexion,” to continue to discount nearly 
to the usual amount, the funds which become disengaged, from day 
to day by bills falling due, will be as rapidly invested in fresh dis- 
counts. And should the state of the bullion render it prudent and 
incumbent on the part of the Bank to decrease its securities, it must 
still be by bringing those of a more permanent nature, exchequer 
bills, or government stock on the market, and disposivg of them at 
the rate of the day. 

There is a great effort making by many parties to represent the 
present speculative mania as one which will not result in a crisis ; 
in favour of this view of the case many reasons are stated, and most 
frequently that of an entire absence of speculation in produce. Were 
there ever yet speculations which entailed engagements to the 
amount of more than one hundred millions during a space of one or 
two years, with others behind them of a similar kind to a greater 
amount; besides an amount of foreign engagements to be provided 
for during the next year, calculated at ten millions sterling for rail- 
ways alone? ‘To think or dream that the present mania will subside 
without a crisis the most severe ever experienced in this country, 
just in proportion as the provoking causes are the most extensive and 
unbounded by any reasonable calculation of the means to an end 
however good it may be of itself, would be to shut our eyes to all past 
experience. 

The accounts of the country banks, as exhibited at the various 
half-yearly and yearly meetings recently held, present a prosperous 
state of business.

MONEY MARKET. 

SatTurRDAY.—The English funds show no alteration to-day. As operations were li- 
mited, there was no action upon prices either one way or the other. The quotations 
of the foreign securities were rather flat, except in the case of the speculative deserip- 
tions, which exhibited more firmness than in the early part of the day. 


Monpay.—The weather continues unfavourable for the harvest, but the values of 
the English securities have nevertheless been well supported, although business was by 
no means extensive. Consols closed firm at 99 to 4 for money, and 99} to 4 for the ac- 
count, bank stock left off at 2104 to 2114, exchequer bills 50s to 52s premium, India 
stock 271 to 273, three per cent reduced 994 to §, three-and-a-quarter per cents 102} to 
8, long annuities 114, and South Sea stock 112 to 113. There was very little done in 
foreign stocks to-day. Indeed, this market is quite deserted by the speculators, and 
for investment the chief business is in Vutch, Brazilian, Danish, and Belgian. Nota 
bargain was concluded in Mexican actives, which were quoted, nominally 359 to 36. 
The deferred were dealt in to a limited extent, and their quotation was 15§ to §. 
Spanish five per cents closed 27} to 4, the three per cents 384 to 4, Portuguese 64 to 
65, Dutch two-and-a-half per cents, 624 to 63, Danish 894 to 905, Colombian 174 to 3 
Chilian 101 to 103, Buenos Ayres 50 to 51, Brazilian 88} to 894, and Belgian 99 to 100. 

Turspay.—The government securities continue very firm. The amount of busi- 
ness transacted has not been large, but the speculators have not pressed sales. The 
Mexican proclamation has been looked upon as less alarming than it appeared at first. 
The advices received by the last West India packet reached to a later date, and were toler- 
ably pacific. The effect of the proclamation was sensibly felt on the first operations of 
the day, for the value of the stock declined about 2 per cent, the actives being offered 
at one time at 34. They subsequently rallied, and the business transacted caused the 
final quotation to be 343 to 354, wh'ch is still a fill of about 1 per cent compared with 
the price of yesterday, Peruvian was better on purchases, but the cause of the rise is 
not very apparent, unless it be attributed to the projected railroad. The last quotation 
was 40to 41. Spanish stock has remained steady, without material variation. 

Wepnespay.—The funds were very firm this afternoon, and increased purchases 
caused a slight advance in prices. In the foreign securities there was not much busi- 
ness transacted, but prices exhibited a favourable appearance. 


Tuurspay.—There was not much business to-day in the English stock market, 
which had rather a flat appearance. The settling in the foreign market pa-sed off 
quietly to-day, though money was rather more in demand than it had been of late, 
commanding 3 to 5 per cent, ‘The last prices, were rather lower than those of 
yesterday. 

Fripay.—The funds are down a little, and the weather is again the cause. The 
renewed firmness in the corn market acts as an indicator of rather an unfavourable 
change in the opinion of the factors since Monday and Wednesday last, when wheat 
receded in value. Consols have been down frem 99} to 99 for immediate tranfer, and 
to 993 $ for time. Exchequer-bills have been 49s to 51s premium. There is some de- 
mand fur money to-day on account of the settlement in the share market. The new 
three-and-a-quarter per cents have been 1024 #, and the three per cents 993 3. Bank 
stock is worth 2104 to 2114. The foreign investments have been very inactive, and are 
rather flat. Spavish five per cents obtain 274, and the three per cents 383. Venezuela 
are 453. Belgian four-and-a-half per cents realise 101 to 1004, and Dutch four per 
cents 1003 to 1004. 

CoMPARATIVE ExcHANGES.—The premium on gold at Paris is 9} per mille, which, 
at the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 103d per ounce for standard gold, gives an exchange 
of 25 384, and the exchange at Paris on London at short being 25 524, it follows that gold 
is 0°55 per cent dearer in London than in Paris.—By advices from Hamburgh the price 
of gold is 4344 per mark, which at the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 103d per ounce for 
standard gold, gives an exchange of 13 9}, and the exchange at Hamburgh on London 
at short being 13 11, it follows that gold is 0°57 percent dearer in London than in 
Hamburgh. The course of exchange at New York on London is 1093 per cent, and 
the par of exrhange between England and America being 109 23-40 per cent, it follows 
that the exchange is 0°18 per cent in favour of England.

The colony of British Guiana possesses superior physi- 
cal capabilities for the construction of railways, the coun- 
try near the sea presenting an almost absolute level 
over an area of several hundred square miles. 

The entire produce of the district called the east coast, 
which is in the county of Demerara, consisting of sugar, 
rum, molasses, &c. as well as the supplies of the planta- 
tions, comprising coals, bricks, lime, lumber, and other 
bulky articles, are at present conveyed to and from 
Georgetown, the capital of the colony, and the port at 
which they must be landed or shipped, in punts and 
coasting schooners, at considerable risk and expense.
